Gentlemen — 


I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1925,  which  is,  by  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
more  lengthy  than  that  of  the  last  four  years,  giving  a  general  survey 
of  the  District,  and  of  five  years’  progress. 

An  important  step  forward  was  made  during  the  year  by  the 
separation  of  the  offices  of  Assistant  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspec¬ 
tor,  previously  held  by  the  same  person  ;  and  the  appointment  of  a 
Sanitary  Inspector  who  gives  his  whole  time  jointly  to  this  district 
and  that  of  Southwick  :  this  will  allow  of  more  time  being  given  to 
the  routine  inspection  of  the  area. 

You  have  obtained,  by  an  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  certain 
Urban  powers,  which  wTill  make  for  better  conditions  in  the  suburban 
parts  of  the  district  ;  and,  under  the  Rural  District  Councils  (Slaugh¬ 
ter-Houses)  Order,  the  same  control  over  and  improved  means  of 
inspection  at  slaughter-houses,  as  exist  in  the  towns. 

The  District  was  in  this  year  free  from  any  kind  of  epidemic  ; 
there  was  no  death  from  any  infectious  disease  but  Influenza  and 
Tuberculosis. 

I  have  to  thank  you  for  your  assistance  always,  and  especially 
for  your  kindness  during  my  recent  illness.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Steyning  East  Rural  District  lies  to  the  north  of  the  towns 
of  Brighton  and  Hove  and  the  Urban  District  of  Portslade.  There 
has  been,  in  recent  years,  considerable  development  in  building 
in  the  part  near  Brighton,  and  during  the  last  two  years  in  the 
Preston  Rural  Parish,  which  joins  Hove. 

The  village  of  Patcham  is  in  a  valley  which  runs  inland  from 
the  centre  of  Brighton  ;  around  the  old  village,  and  especially  on 
the  London  road  to  the  north  of  it,  many  houses  have  been  built, 
and  what  was  Rural  has  become  Suburban. 

The  villages  of  Fulking  and  Poynings  are  at  the  foot  of  the 
Downs  on  the  north  side,  and  have  altered  very  little  for  many  years  ; 
the  villages  of  Hangleton  and  West  Blatchington  are  at  the  foot 
of  the  Downs  north  of  West  Hove  and  Portslade  ;  in  the  Portslade 
Rural  parish  there  have  been  a  few  houses  erected  in  recent  years. 

The  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  rural  parts  is  mainly 
agricultural ;  the  rest  of  the  District  is  suburban,  and  the  occupiers’ 
work  is  largely  out  of  the  District.

Population  (estimated  1925).  The  Registrar-General  gives 
3,592,  which  is  only  403  above  that  at  the  Census.  As  there  have 
been  249  new  houses  erected  since  then  there  should  be  an  addition 
to  the  population  of  1,245  persons  (allowing  5  per  house),  making 
a  total  of  4,434  at  the  end  of  the  year  1925,  or  4,274  as  the  estimated 
population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  ;  this  figure  has  been  used  in 
calculating  the  birth  and  death  rates.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water. — The  parishes  of  Preston  Rural,  Patcham,  West 

« 

Blatchington,  Hangleton  and  Portslade  Rural  are  supplied  by  the 
Corporation  of  Brighton  with  excellent  water  from  the  chalk  ;  nearly 
all  of  the  houses  have  water  laid  on  ;  there  are  stand-pipes  also  in 
Patcham.  A  few  houses  on  Sweethill,  Patcham,  are  supplied  from  a 
private  well  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  whence  the  water  is  pumped  to  a 
reservoir  at  the  top.  There  are  two  wells  in  private  houses  in 
Patcham. 

Poynings  village  has  its  water  from  a  spring  which  rises  in  the 
chalk  hill  near  the  Devil’s  Dyke  ;  this  was  enclosed  in  1906,  the  pipes 
leading  to  pumps  which  raise  it  to  a  reservoir,  whence  it  gravitates 
to  all  parts  of  the  village.  Water  is  laid  on  to  some  houses  ;  others 
get  it  from  public  fountains  ;  a  few  have  water  by  gravitation  directly 
from  the  spring. 

Bacteriological  examination  made  during  1925  showed  the  main 
supply  to  be  very  pure. 

Eulking  village  is  similarly  supplied  from  other  springs  ;  five 
of  the  outlying  houses  have  wells,  with  a  satisfactory  water.  During 
this  year,  bacteriological  tests  of  the  main  Fulking  supply  showed 
the  presence  of  bacillus  coli  in  5  c.c.  ;  on  an  examination  of  the 
inspection  chambers  and  storage  tanks  some  of  the  covers  were 
found  to  be  imperfect.  These  were  remedied,  and  further  tests 
showed  that  the  water  was  then  free  from  contamination. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. — The  streams  are  small  and  of  no 
importance  as  regards  the  Public  Health. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Closets. — Patcham  Parish.  The 
main  roads  were  sewered  in  1924  :  66  houses  were  connected  in  1925, 
including  11  whose  privies  were  converted  to  water-closets.  Per¬ 
mission  has  been  granted  for  sewers  to  be  laid  in  six  private  roads, 
under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act.  Several  houses  still  have 
cesspools  and  some  cottages  have  privies. 

Preston  Rural. — The  whole  of  this  parish  is  sewered.  The 
majority  of  the  houses  are  connected  to  the  sewer,  the  remainder 
are  drained  to  cesspools.  Thirty-five  houses  have  been  connected 
to  the  sewer  during  the  year.  Storm -water  mains  were  laid  in 
1924  ;  these  take  rain-water  from  back  roofs  and  back  yards. 

Portslade  Rural. — Except  for  a  private  sewer  draining  the 
Industrial  School,  there  is  no  sewer  in  this  parish.  Some  of  the 
houses  in  the  parish  are  drained  to  cesspools ;  other  houses  have 
privies  provided,  the  contents  of  which  are  disposed  of  by  being 
dug  into  the  gardens. 

POYNINGS,  FULKING,  HaNGLETON  AND  WEST  BlaTCHINGTON.— 
There  are  no  sewers  in  these  parishes.  Some  of  the  houses  are 
drained  into  cesspools  ;  other  houses  have  privies  provided,  the 
contents  of  which  are  disposed  of  by  being  dug  into  the  gardens. 

SCAVENGING. 

Preston  Rural. — The  Rural  District  Council  have  made  a 
contract  for  the  regular  removal  of  house  refuse  in  this  parish  ;  once 
a  week  in  the  summer,  and  once  in  two  weeks  in  other  months. 

Patcham.— There  is  a  private  arrangement  whereby  a  large 
number  of  residents  in  this  parish  have  a  regular  collection  of  their 
house  refuse.  This  appears  to  work  satisfactorily.  Other  owners 
and  tenants  of  properties  dispose  of  their  house  refuse  chiefly  by 
burning  or  burying  in  their  gardens. 
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PORTSLADE  RURAL,  HaNGLETON,  WEST  BLATCHINGTON, 
Poynings  and  Fulking. — The  owners  and  tenants  of  properties 
in  these  parishes  dispose  of  their  house  refuse  either  by  tipping  on 
to  the  land,  or  by  burning  or  burying  in  their  gardens.

Elementary  Schools. — The  Patcham  School  was  closed  in 
February  on  account  of  Measles,  and  the  Poynings  School  in  June 
for  the  same  reason,  under  the  certificates  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  as  the  percentage  of  attendance  was  low. 
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HOUSING. 

1.  — General  Housing  Conditions. 

The  Council,  previous  to  1921,  had  prepared  schemes  for  a 
few  new  houses  in  most  parishes,  but  procedure  was  then  stopped  ; 
the  site  purchased  in  Patcham  Parish  is  still  retained.  There  is  no 
great  demand  for  houses  as  the  population  of  the  rural  areas  increases 
very  little,  but  there  are  a  few  persons  working  in  the  rural  parishes 
who  cannot  get  accommodation  there.  In  the  suburban  parts  of  the 
district  houses  are  being  rapidly  built,  but  the  occupiers  come  from 
other  areas. 

2 .  — Overcrowding  . 

No  cases  have  been  met  with  during  house  inspections  ;  at 
the  Census  of  1921  there  were  62  persons  living  more  than  two  per 
room. 

3.  — Fitness  of  Houses. 

In  Fulking  Parish  some  old  houses,  that  were  bad,  have  been 
altered  and  made  fit ;  there  are  still  a  few  which  are  not  fit. 

In  Poynings  Parish  some  of  the  old  houses  are  damp,  but  are 
kept  in  as  good  condition  as  possible. 

In  Portslade  there  are  some  damp  houses,  but  not  bad  enough 
to  be  condemned. 

In  Hangleton  some  old  cottages  are  inconvenient,  and  not  in 
good  repair. 

In  West  Blatchington  twTo  cottages  are  damp  and  have  little 
ventilation  ;  one  of  these  has  been  improved. 

In  Preston  Rural  Parish  most  houses  are  new  ;  two  old  cottages 
are  in  bad  condition. 

In  Patcham  Parish  many  old  houses  in  the  village  are  badly 
lighted  and  some  are  damp  ;  these  have  been  repaired  under  notices, 
as  far  as  was  possible  without  too  great  cost. 

Notices  are  served  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  generally, 
for  repairing  defects  and  making  the  houses  healthy  ;  the  old  houses 
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command  such  low  rents  in  many  instances  that  too  much  must 
not  be  asked  for,  and  houses  which  have  been  without  a  larder  or  a 
sink  must  remain  so  ;  others  which  have  damp  external  walls  cannot 
be  improved  without  an  expense  which  the  property  is  not  worth.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(A)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  30  cowsheds  in  the  District,  to  which  56  visits  have 
been  made. 

The  wholesomeness  of  the  milk  appears  to  be  good.  In  a  small 
proportion  of  the  cowsheds  the  cows  are  not  kept  as  clean  as  they 
should  be.  In  a  few  instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  farmers  to  the  need  for  limewashing  and  cleansing 
of  their  cowsheds.  As  a  whole  the  utensils  have  been  found  to  be 
kept  in  a  clean  condition. 

The  work  of  supervision  of  tuberculous  milk  and  tuberculous 
cattle  is  done  by  the  County  Council. 

One  farmer  is  licensed  for  the  production  and  bottling  of 
Grade  A  milk. 

No  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of  retailers  or  of  licences 
for  graded  milk  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

( B )  Meat. 

There  are  two  slaughter  houses  in  the  District,  one  registered 
and  one  licensed.  The  slaughter  house  in  Mile  Oak  Road  was 
licensed  during  the  present  year,  and  is  only  used  for  pigs. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  writh  regard  to  notice  of 
slaughter,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  the  carcases  at  the 
time  of  slaughter.  The  slaughter  houses  are  kept  in  a  clean  condi 
tion. 
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During  the  year  29  visits  were  made  to  slaughter  houses,  and 
91  pigs’  carcases  were  inspected.  Seven  visits  were  also  made  to 
private  premises,  and  10  pigs’  carcases  were  inspected. 

The  food  destroyed  during  this  period  was  : — one  pig’s  head 
and  tongue,  two  pigs’  livers  and  one  pig’s  lungs.

The  year  1925  has  been  marked  by  the  absence  of  Scarlet  fever  ; 
there  was  no  death  from  any  of  the  zymotic  diseases.  In  the  table 
following  it  will  be  seen  that  all  of  the  notifiable  diseases  are  of  rare 
occurrence  ;  Scarlet  fever  is  the  exception,  and  this  occurred  in  three 
years,  1921  to  1923,  when  there  were  very  numerous  cases  in  Brighton 
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and  Hove.  The  comparatively  isolated  villages  of  Poynings  and 
Fulking  have  few  cases  of  Scarlet  fever  and  Diphtheria  ;  but  Measles, 
Whooping-Cough  and  Chicken-pox  do  occasionally  break  out  in  a 
school ,  and  at  these  times  nearly  every  scholar  is  a  victim .

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE.

The  infectious  diseases  peculiar  to  mothers  and  young  children  are 
also  supervised  by  them  ;  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  ophthalmia 
are  referred  to  the  County  M.O.H.,  but  he  has  been  already  informed 
by  the  Midwife  in  attendance  in  all  cases  reported  hitherto. 
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
